Bu t I wou ldn’t advise anyone 
sta rtin g in the theatre now to try 
that.

In su ch terrific emergencies as 
we are living throu gh now', I am 
inclined to think mental hygiene 
takes first place. 
I do not believe pu blic officials, 
newspapers, magazines, radio a n ­ 
nou ncers, featu re and editorial 
writers always realize the effect 
of what they are saying and an­ 
nou ncing on ordinary minds — 
and that inclu des the majority of 
u s. Nor especially, the effect on 
minds that are not q u ite stable. 


Effect on Minds 
Even the most vigorou s and 
cou rageou s and optimistic minds 
are staggered at times by what is 
going on arou nd u s. How m u st 
the impact of these events affect 
those who were never designed 
for great responsibility or inten­ 
sive thinking. 
An editorial w riter or a respon­ 
sible statesman has talked over 
his message with colleagu es who 
are as stable, penetrating and 
ju dicial as himself. He often has 
not thou ght or has no conception 
of how that message will affect a 
leas balanced personality. 
I am not su ggesting that th* 


editorials or the pronou ncements 
cease, bu t th a t many of u s shou ld 
not read or listen. 
I see it abou t me all the time, 
and it is increasing, 
I know a 
man who operates well in a steady 
small job — small bu t necessary. 
He is abou t 50 years old, bu t his 
intellect is that of a child of IO. 
He is u nfortu nately where he can 
tu rn on a radio all the time. He 
is at the w ar news, morning to 
night. And his mental eq u ipment 
is su ch that his efficiency in his 
job has fallen abou t 75 per cent.

I don’t believe anybody can 
stand mc e than one newscast a 
day. Nor more than one political 
commentator. You don’t have to 
read all of them, you know. If 
this rou tine distu rbs you , go back 
to Dickens and Du mas and Mark 
Twain and see w hat they said. 
A neu rologist in an Eastern 
city told me that after the bomb­ 
ing of Cologne his office was filled 
with jittery people, some of whom 
had not been there for years.

Keeping Mentally Fit 
For W ar Emergencies 


By LOGAN CLENDENING. BL D. 
KEEPING fit under any cir­ 
cumstances involves three some­ 
what separate but interrelated ac­ 
tivities: the mind, the nutrition 
and the muscles. It would bt hard 
to say which is most important; 
this depends on just what you are 
expecting your body to db. if 
training for an athletic contest,

muscular hygiene is primary. 
Starting out on any kind of stint 
of work, nutrition and good mus­ 
cles and circulation contribute to 
the balance of the mind. 
In such terrific emergencies as 
we are living through now, I am 
inclined to think mental hygiene 
takes first place. 
I do not believe public officials, 
newspapers, magasines, radio an­ 
nouncers, feature and editorial 
writers always realize the effect 
of what they are saying and an­ 
nouncing on ordinary minds — 
and that includes the majority of 
us. Nor especially, the effort on 
mind* that are not quite stable. 
Effect on Minds 
Even the most vigorous and 
courageous and optimistic minds 
are staggered at times by what is 
going on around us. How must 
the impact of these events affect 
those who were never designed 
for great responsibility or inten­ 
sive thinking. 
An editorial writer or a respon­ 
sible statesman has talked over 
his message with colleagues who 
are as stable, penetrating and 
judicial as himself. He often has 
not thought or has no conception 
of how that message will affect a 
lens balanced personality. 
I ara not suggesting that the 


editorials or tile pronouncements 
cease, but that many of us should 
not read or listen. 
I see it about me all the time, 
and it is increasing. I know a 
man who operates well in a steady 
small job — small but necessary. 
He is about 50 years old. but hia 
intellect is that of a child of IO. 
He is unfortunately where he can 
turn on a radio all the time. He 
is at the war news, morning to 
night And his mental equipment 
is such that hts efficiency in his 
job hts fallen about 75 per cent 
Cut Down on War Newt 
I don’t believe anybody can 
stand nice than one newscast a 
day. Nor more than one political 
commentator. You don’t nave to 
read all of them, you know. If 
this routine disturbs you, go back 
to Dickens and Dumas and Mark 
Twain and see what they said. 
A neurologist in an Eastern 
city told me that after the bomb­ 
ing of Cologne his office was filled 
with jittery people, some of whom 
had not been there for years. 
Give up the war news entirely 
if you have to. Read Clenden- 
ing’s column. I always soothe you 
down. Sometimes I put you to 
sleep.

SIGN AUTOISTS 


School Teachers Will

VOLUNTEERS TO CONFER 


Persons Having More Than 
Five Tires Denied Right 
To Purchase Fuel 


Registration of all motorists for 
basic gasoline rationing books is 
moving nearer, and school authori­ 
ties of city and county are start­ 
ing to make preparations for the 
important sign up which will be 
conducted November 
12, 13 and 
14. 
Hours for

registration 
were established as 4 p. rn. to 9

Every passenger 
car owner is 
entitled to an “A” type gasoline 
rationing card. 
School authorities 
are 
calling 
their teaching staffs together to 
receive 
instructions 
concerning 
their individual duties. 
All rural 
superintendents attended a meet­ 
ing in the courthouse this week 
when L. R. Wood of the state OPA 
office outlined every detail of the 
registration. 
As 
registration 
dates 
move 
nearer, rationing officials point 
to the 
need 
for 
volunteers to 
handle 
some of the work. 
A 
meeting is being called in the Pick­ 
away county courthouse at 7:30 
p. rn. Thursday of 
persons who 
will give some of their time to the 
registration 
effort. 
Applications 
for all other books in addition to 
the basic “A” book will be issued 
at the various schools for distri­ 
bution to consumers at the time of 
their basic registration. Consum- ! 
era will then 
present their “A” 
type 
book 
and 
application for j 
other types of books to the supple­ 
mentary ration office which will I 
be located in Memorial Hall. This 
office will be open November 16 
through November 21. 
Persons who appear at the vol- j 
untecr meeting this evening will 
be assigned to the supplemental 
office, working at various times 
during the registration period. 
Applications for “A” \book must 
be filled in by consumers as fol­ 
lows: name, address, license num­ 
ber, state of registration, model, 
make, body type and aerial num­ 
ber of each tire. 
If 
more 
than 
five tires are shown no gasoline 
ration book can be given. In case 
of excess tires the consumer must 
then turn in tire or tires to the 
Railway 
Express company and 
present receipt for them to obtain 
his book at a later date from the 
local ration office. 
The application must be signed 
by the owner of the car and ac­ 
companied by the certificate of 
registration card. 
The registrar will then fill in 
consumer's ration book serial num­ 
ber. date of issue and address. At 
this time he will record the type 
of book issued, the serial number 
and the date of issue on the back 
of the consumer's 
certificate of 
registration. 
On the back of the application 
registrar will record type of book 
issued, date of issue and address, 
on the lower half of sheet he will 
record the ration board number 
(65-1) address, registrar’s name, 
aerial number of tires, the regis­ 
tered persons name, address and 
description of passenger car. 
Registrar will then file the top 
half of application and present the 


lower half to the consumer with a 
windshield 
sticker 
bearing the 


type of book given and the type 
“A” ration book. 
In cases where car is registered 


In man and wife's name both must 
sign. 
In case the owmer of car Is In 


armed service a wife 
or parent 


may sign the owner's name. 
In 


all cases the name of applicant 
must be the same as the name 
on certificate of registration. 


*’D’’ books will be given for mo­ 
torcycle only. 


Consumers must present coupon 


books to the filling station attend­ 
ant who will in turn tear out cou­ 
pons. Consumer will record license 
number and name on the back of 
the stamp. 
Consumers may use more than 
one stamp at a time but will, only 
be allowed a given number of gal­ 
lons for a certain period, the cou­ 
pons being void after a given date. 
Because the time is short before 


the registration begins it would 
not be possible 
for 
everyone to 
have tires inspected, therefore in­ 
spection is not necessary to obtain 
the basic ration book. 
Five rules to be followed in the 
mileage rationing program are: 
1. Drive safely and carefully at 
all times. 
2. Do not drive over 35 miles 
an hour. 
3. 
Do not abuse 
tires, 
keep 
them properly inflated. 
4. Five tires are allowed a pas­ 
senger car, one for each wheel and 
a spare. 
In case a trailer is also used if 
the tires are the same size as those 
used on the 
passenger 
car 
no 
spare will 
be 
allowed—the one 
spare serving both car and trailer. 
If sizes differ a spare may be car­ 
ried for both. 
In disposing of excess tires they 
must be sold to the Government. 
They cannot be sold or given to 
other persons or dealers. 
5. Tires must 
be inspected 


every two months starting the De- 
cember-January period. 
Commercial vehicles will receive 
gasoline rations based on need bm 
certified by the Office of Defense 
Transportation on certificate* of 
war necessity.
